Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Although the claim appears to be in dependent form, the 
claim does not indicate the claim from which it depends. For the purpose of 
examination, it is considered to depend from claim 1 .

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 - 3, 5 - 8, and 13 - 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Barkenhagen. Barkenhagen teaches a method and apparatus for 
determining body chemistry that includes performing optical spectral measurements 
from a subject's eye and comparing the measured spectra with standard spectral 
responses for chemicals of interest to identify the presence of the chemicals of interest. 
Details of the device are shown in Figure 1 and the related method is illustrated in 
Figure 2; see the description of columns 3 - 5 for details of the invention. Further, 
Barkenhagen teaches analysis of selected regions of the subject's eye in column 6, 
lines 24-31. 

7. Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 12, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Berger et al. Berger et al. teach an apparatus and method as illustrated 
in Figures 1,18, and 19, in particular, and described in column 14, that illuminates a 
subject with excitation light, collects Raman spectra from the subject, and performs data 
analysis on the collected spectra for determining concentration of analytes. The 
analysis includes PLS techniques, which are known correlation techniques.
